In his advocacy of reciprocity with Canada Mr. 

Taft directed his argument at Columbus to the 
point of its innocuous effect on the American 
farmer. So dominant is the American fagmer, he 
argued, that his Canadian brother can produce 
nothing in quantities great enough to influence 
our domestic prices. The American farmer would 
get no lower prices for anything; the Canadian 
farmer would get better prices for everything. 
_ With possible or predicted losses for the farmer 
eliminated, the commercial and industrial ad- 
vantages to be gained are overwhelming reasons 
for the passing of the reciprocity measure. And 
sentiment—Mr. Taft did not forget to emphasize 
the ideality of a closer social union for kindred 
peoples—has its place. 

It must be conceded that the President’s argu- 
ment for reciprocity will be disappointing to those 
who favor it not for sentimental, but for eco- 
nomical reasons. Plainly Mr. Taft does not intend 
that reciprocity with Canada shall have anything 
but a most ‘incidental influence on the cost, of 
living. He has been prompted to advoeate it by 
no desire to promote justice, relieve the poor, un- 
tax the necessaries of life or lift tariff burdens 
and extortions. A commercial and social union 
is of such surpassing advantage in itself that 
“such a result does not need to be justified by a 
ni¢e balancing of pecuniary profit to each.” 

Despite his intentions, however, Mr. Taft’s reas- 
oning requires very little extension to become 
justification for untaxing at least the necessaries 
of life. If it will not harm the farmer to untax 
wheat, corn, rye, poultry, butter and eggs, be-

BERLIN, Feb. 11.—A screaming farce entitled, 
Ming the Terrible, or Arthur in the East,” found- 
ed on the German Crown Prince’s experience dur- 
ing hig eastern trip, was played Iast night at 
Yotsdam by the officers of the Prince’s regiment 
of the Grenadier Guards. 

It was written by Count Arnim and read and 
epproved by Emperor William, who dearly loves a 
joke. Two of the Crown Prince’s brothers were 
in the case—Prince August William and Joachim 
—-and two other brothers, Princes Pitel Frederick 
and Oscar,-laughed themselves hoarse at the per- 
formance. The Emperor himself would have been 
there had he not been laid up with a cold. Prince 
George of Greece, who is here on a visit, was alsp 
one of the performers. 

The “hero” of the comedy, 
Prince, was personified by 
Count Rantheau. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has learned 
the following details of the plot: In the opening 
scene the Crown Prince falls asieep in uniform in 
thé clubroom of thé Grenadier regiment and has a 
dream, his visiqns constituting the play there- 

after, 

At the very outset the Prince’s 
foibles are hit off, notably, it is 
fondness for some forms of light opera, his patron- 
age of a certain singer and his long cigarettes. 
This sort of jest continues throughout the comedy,

Prince August William 
taking the part of a Chinese night watchman, 
wore an outlandish costume and carried a huge 
key.

He is immensely wealthy, enjoyed the patronage 
of King Edward and goes in for aviation now. 

Following the elopement came the report of a 
reconciliation. Then the Baron’s attorneys an- 
nounced at- his request that: “All the time these 
statements’ were circu@ated the Baroness was in 
residence at Baron de Forest’s country house, 
Gaddesby Hall, Lelicester.’’

ROME, Feb. 11.—One of the most interesting 
personalities of the Italian aristocracy undoubt- 
edly is the Countess Giorgina Dentice di Frassgo, 
who was Miss Wilde of St. Louis. Her mother is 
now Mrs. Henry Stegel. . 

Since her, marriage with the Count, which was 

‘lebrated in London five years ago, the Countess 
‘as become a great society leader in her adopted 
country. But it is not merely inthis role that she 
sheds luster on her own country as well as on her 
husband's surroundings, for she combines in a pe- 
culiar degree all the old world distinction of man- 
ner and refinement of thought with the finest 
qualities of the American woman. 

Charming and ratural of manner, she never loges 
the unconscious grace of the “grande dame,” and is 
one of the best hostesses in Italian society. Be- 
ing a lover of -art, an excellent musician and an 
accomplished linguist, her conversation is sought 
by the best intellects as well ag the orthodox 
fashion hunters. Yet she has little more than en- 
tered into “life,” having not yet completed her 
twenty-sixth year. Perhaps open air sport may be 
called her ruling passion. A superb and fearless 
rider, she leads at all the hunting meets on her 
husband’s estates in Italy, Austria and Albania. 
In the last named couritry she makes long ex- 
cursions on foot with her gun, and camps out, 
spreading a tent and inviting the peasants to ac- 
cept hér open-air hospitality. 

The Di Frasso family is of princely origin and 
stretches back into feudal times. The principal 
residence is the Castle of San Vito, where the 
Countess and her husband pass a good part of 
the year. They have also a residence in Naples 
and one in Rome, which they occupy during the 
winter season. Every year they ‘make a trip to 
New York, as, fin spite of the attractions of Italian 
life, the Countess loves to keep up her old ties, 

One of the prominent features of the Castle of 
San Vito is the central Norman Tower, of plain 
architecture and venerable aspect. The main en- 
trance is also a fine example of the medieval door- 
way. But once inside the scene is changed. The 
interior decorations are magnificent. The draw- 
ing room and suite of reception rooms are among 
the finest in Southern Italy. 

It need hardly be added that the Countess, be- 
ing fond of animals, has a faithful dog. Some of 
her pets have attained celerity for their training, 
and a splendid spaniel is his mistress’ constaat 
companion tn all her out-of-door excursions. 

Count Dentice di Frasso, now in his thirty-fourth 
year, is a member of the Chamber of Deputies, 
and takes a great interest in all the leading 
political questions of the day.

ANOTHER MAN KILLED, TOO 





He Takes Hold of Blazing Body 
and Dies From Ex- 
plosion. 


Special to the Pcst-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 11.—James J. Mc- 


Cabe, a reporter for Hearst's Chi- 
cago Examiner, was electrocuted in a 
power house on the County Hospital 
grounds today. 

Fred Fitzpatrick, 
gineer for the Drainage Board, was 
killed instantly in a terrific electric 
explosion when he touched the burn- 


ing body of the reporter. 

The tragedy was precipitated by a 
secret mission upon which the re- 
porter ._ embarked. McCabe~ was 
killed . while trying to get evidence 
of criminality against somebody, 
presumably. in connection with the 
county coal contractors. 

The building in which McCabe met 
his death is one-story high. The 
front pnart of it is a weighing office. 
All coal for County institutions is 
supposed to be weighed there. Back 
of Superintendent Thomas Moran's 
office is a little room. In this room 
are three electrical converters used 
to send electric power from the 
Drainage Board’s wires into current 
suitable for lighting the County in- 
stitutions. 

Chance for a Spy. 

There is a window between the 

two offices. cess who desired to

Access to the electrical. plant is 
through a heavy picket door that 
has been kept locked with padlock 
and latch, according to custom.

At about 1:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
@ man who had been identified as 
“Dailey,” supposed to work for Presi- 
dent Peter Bratzen of the County 
Board, ran into the County Morgue and 
said: 

‘‘A man is being killed in the power 
plant.’’ Then he ran out and disap- 
peared. 

Deputy Coroner Samuel L. Davis and 
Moran hastened toward the building. 
They met Charles Lump, engineer of 
all the county buildings, and Assistant 
Engineer Fitzpatrick. As they reached 
the door of the electrical station they 
saw McCabe's body lying upon the floor, 
a blue electrical flame: playing about 
his clothes. 

‘Don't go in there, not a man, until 
[I shut off the power,” said Lump. 

Ten minutes after the power had been 
shut off Deputy Coroner Davis asked: 
‘Ts it all right?’’ 

“Yes,” said Lump. 


Body Wedged In. 
Moran and Fitzpatrick entered and 


stooped to lift the body which had be- 
come wedged between two converters. 
Moran put his hand under Me- 
Cabe’s head. Fitzpatrick grasped 
the dead reporter’s clothes. Instantly 
there was an explosion like a cannon 
shot, and the men were thrown 
against the walls of the building. 
Moran: was unhurt, being saved by 
the rubber shoes he wore. Fitz- 
patrick was picked up dead. 

After going over thé ground W. C. 
Robinson, operating engineer, said: 
“The young reporter was killed, I 
believe, while trying to watch the 
weighmaster without ‘himself being 
observed. The lock to the door of 
the lighting station has disappeared. 
I am informed that the door had been 
locked. Someone must have picked 
the lock and thrown it away. 


Touched 'a Live Wire. 
“To observe the weighmaster the 


reporter would have had to squeeze 
himself into a narrow space between 
the window that looks onto the coal 
office and the third electrical con- 
verter. We had pasted an opaque 
paper over that window. The paper 
is torn away from the glass as one 
would do to make a peephole. I be- 
lieve that young McCabe was look- 
ing through this peephole when he 
bent too far back, touched a live con- 
nection and was electrocuted.”

posts. On the top of the houses there 
were sentinels, while the roofs of the 
churches were fairry alive with soldiers, 
all armed. 

Soldier Frightened. 

As the throbbing of my motor at- 
tracted their attention, they glanced 
up and after a hurried look, ducked for 
cover. It was a strange sight to see 
them disappear like a ‘flash through 
the passages they had constructed in 
the roofs, as if they thought I was to 
blow the town up, and from indications 
storm cellars were in demand. They 
were badly frightened. 

I made one circle and then started 
in on the second. This time there 
was a change. Instead of running 
from me as they had done before the 
troops not only emerged from their 
places of refuge, but others came with 
them. When I crossed over - the 
church again it looked as if there 
were at least 75 to 100 on the roof. 
They waved at me excitedly, evident- 
ly shouting something, but whatever 
they called out was drowned by the 
roar of my motor. 

By this time I had even ceased to 
consider being fired on, as I had been 
warned; and began to steadily de- 
crease my altitude until at times I 
was hardly 400 feet up. 

At any time during my flight over 
Mire city I could have dropped a bomb 
or other projectile and I feel confi- 
dent that I could have hit what I 
aimed at. Of course, if I “had been 
in real danger I wouldnt’ have at- 
tempted the flight at such a low alti- 
tude, The same opportunity -could 
have been obtained from 2000 feet up, 
I think. 

After crossing over the outér walls of 
Juarez I headed back across the river 
and north toward the American custom 
house. Here I had one of the funniest 
experiences since I first entered the 
aviation team. The river is closely 
watched by the American troops. In Ei 
Paso there is a sentry every hundred 
feet or so, with instructions to halt any- 
one attempting to cross into the enn 
States. 

I spotted one soldier pacing up and 
down ,with as much dignity fs if he 
Were on dress parade and just decided 
that I would show how an aeroplane 
and aviator came under his orders. He 
had his back turned to me at first, but 
quickly veered around when he heard 
my motor. His gun came down off his 
shoulder in a flash at a “‘ready” posi- 
tion, and for a fraction of a second I 
was ratier sorry that I had steered in 
to him, but it was too late, 


Was in Danger. 
I was coming down at an angle of 


45 degrees as stnaight as an arrow to 
the spot where he was standing. He 
reeled around, but only for a moment, 
then with a yell plunged off the, bank 
into the muddy waters ‘of the Rio 
Grande, and stood there cussing and 
shaking his fist at me. 

I .quickly {increased my altitude, and, 
flying over the custom house, headed 
for the aviation field. I saw Garros in 
the air, but he had not attempted to 
fly over Juarez, merely. having an ex- 
hibition flight, — 

I enjoyed my trip, it was the first 
aerial reconnoissance ever made from 
an aeroplane under time of actual] war. 
I haven't heard from the Mexicans yet, 
but if they have gotten over their fright 
we'll call things square.

Refuses to Make Public State- 
ment Until After This Action 
Is Taken. 
REPUDIATES REVIEW 
Declares Brother-in-Law Never 


Said Mayor Was Coming Back 
to Face ‘‘Traducers.”’ 


Mayor Kreismann will. make no 
ic statement regarding the de- 
mand by the circuit judges for the 
records of the “Circuit Clerk’s office 


uring his administration, until he 


has written a letter explaining mat- 
ters pertdining to the books. 

Judge Rassieur made an examina- 
tion of the books of Circuit Clerk 
Graves at the request of the circuit 
judges, and found that Greaves was 
paying for his bond out of the city 
funds and was spending more for his 
office force than the judges author- 
ized. He discovered also that the 
books of Krelsmann’s administration, 


preceding Graves’, were missing, and 
recommended that demand be made 
for them, on the ground that they 
were not private property, but public 
records. 

‘The records are at my home in 
the same gondition they were in when 
I received them from my subord!- 
nates on my resignation a Circuit 
Clerk,” said Mayor Kreismann to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Refuses to Discuss Matter. 

“They are perfectly safe, and will be 
produced whenever the judges require 
them. Out of respect for the judges of 
the Circuit Court, I don’t intend to dis- 
cuss their action publicly until after I 
have given them all the records and in- 
formation I possess.” 

“Have you written to the judges?” 
he was asked. 

“T haven’t yet. I have had no time 
to do s0,”’ he replied. 

“‘When do the judges meet in general 
term ?’’ 

“I haven't been informed. ‘They may 
meet in general term at any time. I 
think they will convene this week.’’ 

“Did you, whilg Circuit Clerk, pay 
your bond premiums out of interest 
paid by banks on funds of your office 
or from fees collected by you?” the 
Mayor was-asked, (The statement was 
made during the investigation of Clerk 
Graves’ records that such was the case.) 

“That is a leading question which I 
don’t propose to answer, because it 
would not be courteous to the judges to 
give interviews until I have written to 
them.” 

Denies Relatives Interviewed. 

Mayor Kreismann complained that an 
interview purporting to come from his 
brother-in-law, H. A. Lingenbrink of 
Seattle, sent out by newspaper corre- 
spondents there and published in St. 
Louis, was not genuine. In the dis- 
patch from Seattle, Lingenbrink Was re- 
ported as having said that Mayor 
Kreismann was returning home “to 
face his traducers.”’ 

“T am sure that my brother-in-law 
made no such statement. He was too 
ill to be seen by any one except those 
attending him. I have telegraphed him 
to let me know by. wire whether hie 
gave any such interview. . 

“I particularly regret the publication 
of this dispatch because of the impli- 
cation that the circuit judges are at- 
tempting to ‘traduce’ me. I hold no 
such opinion and I am sure that my 
brother-in-law never expressed himself 
to that effect.”’ 

Mayor Kreismann’s face was deeply 
lined when he appeared at the city hall 
yesterday.. His looks were those of a 
man who had undergone a siege of 
worry. 

‘“Bvents during my absence from 5S8t. 
Louis have given me a good deal of 
concern and that, with the necessity of 
spending several nights in a sleeping 
car, has told on me,’’ he said. 

In company with Comptroller Taus- 
sig, City Counselor Walther and Presi- 
dent Reber of the Board of Public Im- 
provements, Mayor Kreismann spent all 
yesterday forenoon in his private of- 
fice.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Post-

Taylor in chambers before taking 
action, and he agreed that he would 
grant a parole. But when the time 
came, and Garen said he understood 
that he was to be set free, Judge 
Taylor would not grant the parole. 

“I had no doubt of Garen’s guilt, 
and I wanted the record to show he 
was guilty. That was why I rec- 
ommended the parole, as requested 
by his employers, the only persons 
wronged by his offense. 

“IT work in the open. I do nothing 
underhand. Judge Taylor or any 
body else is welcome to inspect the 
record of my office and of my of- 
ficial acts. 

Employer Only One Hurt. 

“Embezzlement differs from other 
crimes in that it is not against the 
public, but against the employer. 
An employer puts a man in a posi- 
tion of trust, and if that employe 
embezzles no one but the employer 
is hurt. If the employer gets his 
money back and asks for clemency, 
I always recommend. it. 

“There is hardly one wholesale 
business man who has _ brought 
charges against an employe. sirice 
I have been in office who has not 
asked for clemency later, and I have 
never refused it. 

“I did not make any. promises of 
clemency to Garen. His failure to get it 
was due to his own statement to the 
court. He said he understood there 
was to be a parole. Judge Taylor 
didn’t ask him what he meant by 
that—whether any definite promise 
had been made, or whether it was 
an assumption on his part.

posts. On the top of the houses there 
were sentinels, while the roofs of the 
churches were fairry alive with soldiers, 
all armed. 

Soldier Frightened. 

As the throbbing of my motor at- 
tracted their attention, they glanced 
up and after a hurried look, ducked for 
cover. It was a strange sight to see 
them disappear like a flash through 
the passages they had constructed in 
the roofs, as if they thought I was to 
blow the town up, and from indications 
storm cellars were in demand. They 
were badly frightened. 

I made one circle and then started 
in on the second. This time there 
was a change. Instead of running 
from me as they had done before the 
troops not only emerged from their 
places of refuge, but others came with 
them. When I crossed over the 
church again it looked as if there 
were at least 75 to 100 on the roof. 
They waved at me excitedly, evident- 
ly shouting something, but whatever 
they called out was drowned by the 
roar of my motor. 

By this time I had even ceased to 
consider being fired on, as I had been 
warned; and began to steadily de- 
crease my altitude until at times I 
was hardly 400 feet up. 

At any time during my flight over 
the city I could have dropped a bomb 
or other projectile and I feel confi- 
dent that I could have hit what I 
aimed at. Of course, if I had been 
in real danger I wouldnt’ have at- 
tem:pted the flight at such a low alti- 
tude, The -same. opportunity -could 
have been obtained from 2000 feet up, 
I think. 

After crossing over the outtér walls of 
Juarez I headed back across the river 
and north toward the American custom 
house. Here I had one of the funniest 
experiences since I first entered the 
aviation team. The river is closely 
watched by the American troops. In Ei 
Paso there ts a sentry every hundred 
feet or so, with instructions to halt any- 
one attempting to cross into the United 
States. 

I spotted one soldier pacing up and 
down .with as much dignity &s if he 
Were on dress parade and just decided 
that I would show how an aeroplane 
and aviator came under his orders. He 
had his back turned to me at first, but 
quickly veered around when he heard 
my motor. His gun came down off his 
shoulder in a flash at a “ready” posi- 
tion, and for a fraction of a second I 
was rather sorry that I had steered in 
to him, but it was too late. 


Was in Danger, 
I was coming down at an angle of 


45 degrees as stnaight as an arrow to 
the spot where he was standing. He 
reeled around, but only for a moment, 
then with a yell plunged off the, bank 
into the muddy waters ‘of the Rio 
Grande, and stood there cussing and 
shaking his fist at me. 

I .quickly increased my altitude, and, 
flying over the custom house, headed 
for the aviation field. I saw Garros in 
the air, but he had not attempted to 
fly over Juarez, merely. having an ex- 
hibition flight. ~ 

I enjoyed my trip, it was the first 
aerial reconnoissance ever made from 
an nxeroplane under time of actua] war 
I haven't heard from the Mexicans yet, 
tut if they have gotten over their fright 
we'll call things square.

REPUDIATES REVIEW 


Declares Brother-in-Law Never 
Said Mayor Was Coming Back 
to Face “Traducers.”’ 


Mayor Kreismann will. make no 
public statement regarding the de- 
mand by the circuit judges for the 
records of: the “Circuit Clerk’s office 
@uring his administration, until he 
has written a letter explaining mat- 
terg pertaining to the books. 

Judge Rassieur made an examina- 
tion of the books of Qircuit Clerk 
Graves at the request of the circuit 
judges, and found that Greaves was 
paying for his bond out of the city 
funds and was spending more for his 
office force than the judges author- 
ized. He discovered also that the 
books of Kreifsmann’s administration, 


preceding Graves’, were missing, and 
recommended that demand be made 
for them, on the ground that they 
were not private property, but pubile 
records, 

‘The records are at my home in 
the same gondition they wers in when 
I received them from my gubordi- 
nates on my resignation a Circuit 
Clerk,” said Mayor Kreismann to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday. 

Refuses to'’Discuss Matter. 

“They are perfectly safe, and will be 
produced whenever the judges require 
them. Out of respect for the judges of 
the Circuit Court, I don’t intend to dis- 
cuss their action publicly until after I 
have given them all the records and in- 
formation I possess.”’ 

“Have you written to the judges?” 
he was asked. 

“T haven’t yet. I have had no time 
to do so,” he replied. 

“‘When do the judges meet in general 
term ?’’ 

“I haven't been informed. They may 
meet in general term at any time. I 
think they will convene this week.’’ 

“Did you, while Circuit Clerk, pay 
your bond premiums out of interest 
paid by banks on funds of your office 
or from fees collected by you?” the 
Mayor was-asked, (The statement was 
made during the investigation of Clerk 
Graves’ records that. such was the case.) 

“That is a leading question which I 
don’t propose to answer, because it 
would not be courteous to the judges to 
give interviews until I have written to 
them.”’ 

Denies Relatives Interviewed. 

Mayor Kreismann complained that an 
interview purporting to come from his 
brother-in-law, H. A. Lingenbrink of 
Seattle, sent out by newspaper corre- 
spondents there and published in St. 
Louis, was not genuine. In the dis- 
patch from Seattle, Lingenbrink was re- 
ported as having said that Mayor 
Kreismann was returning home “to 
face his traducers.”’ 

“T am sure that my brother-in-law 
made no such statement. He was too 
ill to be seen by any one except those 
attending him. I have telegraphed him 
to let me know by wire whether he 
(gave any such interview. . 

“IT particularly regret the publication 
of this dispatch because of the impll- 
cation that the circuit judges are at- 
tempting to ‘traduce’ me. I hold no 
such opinion and I am sure that my 
brother-in-law never expressed himself 
to that effect.’’ 

Mayor Kreismann’s face was deeply 
lined when he appeared at the city hall 
yesterday. His looks were those of a 
man who had undergone a siege of 
worry. 

‘“Bvents during my absence from §&8t.

So long as the Rev. C. Kornopfel buys 
Cigarettes by the box and does not £0 
ebout asking for “the makings’’ or bor- 
fowing matches he does not see any 
@eause for objection, he told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter last evening, in discussing 
his mandamus preceeding to get rein- 
stated as pastor of the Polish National 
Church of SS.

Directors of the church filed an an-

As to the whisky, Father Kornopfel 
says the impression that he drank prob- 
ably is due to treatment he took for an 
ailment which, subSequently, he found 
to be imaginary. He says he wrote 
his own prescriptions and that the drug- 
gist filled them. The physician told him 
what to take and he remembered it at 
the time he sent the first wr’*ten order 
to the drug store, but has since for- 
gotten the ingredients. After the first 
prescription, Father Kornopfel says that 
whenever he wanted the bottle refilled 
he just sent this note along with it: 

“Kindly send me the same.”’ 

Afraid of Parishioners. 

Father Kornopfel has left the parish 
house at 2011 Chambers street’ and is 


with a friend at 6566 Powers avenue. 


He says he wanted to get as far away 
from the church as possible because he 
is afraid of Brunb Paradowski, who 
says thé priest owes him $3, and of 
other members of his erstwhile flock. 

A charge out of court also has been

The tragic 
ending two years ago of the romance 
of his youngest son, Baron Oskar Roths- 
child, who wooed Miss Olga Menn of 
Chicago, the daughter of Dr. Rudolph 
Menn, and committed suicide after an 
intérview with his father, was a pain- 
ful-example of the relentless character 
of the man. His only daughter, Baron- 
266 Valentine Rothschild, is a deaf mute. 
His eldest son, Baron George Roths- 
child, is a permanent invalid, and the 
heir is Baron Alphonse Rothschild, the 
second son.

GHOUL OF ERIE 


Identity of Man Who Robbed 
Scott Mausoleum Is Hidden by 
Powerful Families. 


POLICE KEEPING QUIET 


Latest Theory Is That Grave 
Robber Intends Holding 
Body for Ransom. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ERIE, Pa., Feb. 11.—That the body 


reported to have been stolen from the 
W. L. Scott mausoleum had been found 
in a crypt in that tomb as was an- 


nounced yesterday, is now laughed at 


by persons who say they know the real 
circumstances of the case. 

It is the general belief here that the 
body was stolen and that it was stolen 


by persons who were working for a man 
of social position, who is so closely con- 
nected with the family of Charles H. 
Strong that the Strongs are not willing 
to allow the facts to become known. 
The announcement of the finding of the 
body was made by private detectives in 
the employ of the Strong family. Mrs. 
Strong is the daughter of former Con- 
sressman. Scott. 

By their attitude the Strongs have 
called attention to the very fact they 
wanted concealed. That is the strenuous 
efforts the Scott family is making to 
hush up the story. It is safe to say that 
no reward is to be offered. 

Families Are Powerful. 

Charles 8S. Strong, who is the presi- 
dent of the Erle & Pittsburg Rallroad 
Co., has said that he and his family 
will offer no reward because it has been 
found that all the bodies supposed to 
be in the mausoleum are stil] there. 

The Strong family, which ts the sur- 
viving branch of the Scott family, is 
the most influential family in Erie. 
There is nothing in Erie that the mem- 
bers of this family want which they. 
have not enough power to get. 

Besides being the president of the 
railroad, Strong is the head’ of the 
only lighting concern in this city, and 
the Scott and Strong money is invested 


-{in such @ manner that many could be 


hurt in cage the Strong family, which 
is dominated by Mrs. Strong, did not 
get what it wants. 

A few hours after it was discovered 
that the mausoleum had been tampered 
with, the Police Department was asked 
to put a guard at the tomb, but it: was 
definitely ordered that no member of 
the Police Department should enter the 
vault and none has. 

The police were eager to work on the 
case, but the intimation soon came to 
them that their services were nof need- 
ed and they,have not yet been allowed 
to work on the mystery, which is deep- 
ening. All the police have done is keep 
everybody except members of the fam= 
ily and detectives away. 

Two Agencies at Work. 

There are two detective agencies at 
work here. One, the Perkins Agency 
of Pittsburg, was employed by Strong, 
and the other, the’ Burns Agency of 
New York, was employed by Mrs. 
Strong. There is no co-operation be- 
tween the two sets of detectives and no 
love is lost between them. Both are 
being paid to keep silent, only talking 
when ordered to do so. 

Persons who have worked on the case, 
excepting the privdte detectives, have 
come to the conclusion that the direct- 
ing hand in the robbery of the tomb 
was a man very closely related to the 
Scott and Strong families and that the 
object was money. 

The person selected to give up this 
money was Mrs, Charles H-.~ Strong, 
daughter of the late Congressmary. The 
man on whom suspicion rests is known 
to bear malice toward Mrs. Strong, and 
he also is known to lack money neces- 
sary to keep up the social Position he 
occupies. 

Body of Mother Missing. 

Hating Mrs. Strong, and wanting 
money, it is said that this man, hav- 
ing enough knowledge of Mrs. Strong’s 
affections, decided to take the body 
that would cause her the most annoy- 
ance. This was the body of her moth- 
er, the wife of the late Congressman. 
Despite the assurances by the family 
to the contrary, it is certain that there 
is a body missing, and everybody fa- 
miliar with the circumstances believes 
‘it is the body of Mrs. Strong’s mother. 

But the question was asked why Mrs. 
Strong, having such a particularly 
strong affection for the memory of her 
mother, did not make public that the 
body had been stolen. The answer lies 
in the fact that it is now commenly ac- 
cepted that the directing mind in the 
raid of the’ tomb was this society man. 
So closely is he connected that the 
Strongs are willing to hush up the 
matter and give up hope of recovering 
the body, if need be, rather than have 
it known that this man was connected 
with the case. 

The finding of a man’s card in the 
mausoleum was regarded as of value by 
the local police.. Through the detectives, 
members of the Strong family have said 
this card was in the mausoleum because 
the man. whose -name it bore some time 
ago took a bunch of flowers to the 
tomb.

Once Before Electricity Had 
Shocked Him So That He

An electric current escaping from 
a live wire in the operating room of 
the Union Electric Light and Power 
Co.’s plant at 3929 Morgan street yés- 
terday traveled along a piece of metal 
that was being hoisted by a fall and 


‘tackle, from the metal it went into 


the iron hooks that grappled it, from 


them it went into a steel cable, which 
it followed up around the sheave of 
a block and down to the steel drum 
of the hoisting machine, and from the 
drum it went into the cogs and up 
an iron lever that controlleg it. 

Frederick Schenkemeyer, foreman 
of the shop, was holding the lever. 
The electric current entered his hand, 
went up his arm, through his body 
and into the ground where he stood. 
The shock killed him instantly. .As 
he fell dead the lever, releasing the 
drum, allowed the plece of metal to 
fall and the current was broken. 

At the moment he was killed 
Schenkemeyer was talking with men 
who were working with him and there 
Was a smile upon his lips. He was 25 
years old and unmarried. 

Schenkemeyer lived at 4032 Fila 
avenue. He had worked for the com- 
pany eight years, having begun as a 
helper and worked up to the place of 
foreman, 

Thres. years ago he had received an 
electric shock while working among 
the machinery and narrowly escaped 
death. It was several weeks before 
he recovered. Schenkemeyer’s broth- 
er, William, is assistant station mas- 
ter at ‘Union Statign.

Arbitration Is Refused. 

“This was followed by a long let- 
ter from Colombia calling America’s 
attention to the treaty of 1848 and 
the violation of that treaty by the 
United States in recognizing Panama 
as independent. Colombia offered to 
submit it to The Hague, but the 
United States declined to 4Giscuss it 
further. 

“The result? The Colombians talked 
it over with every Spanish speaking 
nation they knew. They followed in 
Panama the electton of Obaldia, in 
which troops were installed by United 
States officials and Obaldia’s oppo- 
ment withdrew. This added to Isth- 
mian distrust. 

“These and other instances cause 
the Central Americans to ask. ‘Why,

“The most deplorable action of the 
United States occurred last summer 
in Panama. On the death of Presi- 
dent Obaldia, Dr. Mendoza became 
acting President. The United States 
informed Dr, Mendoza that he war 
ineligible and should he be elected 
they would not permit him to hold of- 
fice because the constitution of Pan- 
ama prohibited any person from suc- 
ceeding himself in that office. 

“The next move of Washington 
was to inform Panama congressmen 
that they should elect Samuel Lewis 
President. The pressure from Wash- 
ington was so strong that at 1:30 a. 
m, it was agreed that at that day’s 
session Lewis should be elected. At 
10 o'clock a cable came from Beverly, 
Mass., disclaiming any intention on 
the part of the United States to an- 
nex Panama or to dictate to the con- 
gress whom they sheuld choose.

WRESTLING IN BAD WAY 





All Sorts of Crimes Against Good 
Sportsmanship Committed 
by the Grapplers. 





By ROBERT EDGREN.

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—Here is a short 
paragraph from an English paper, 
printed the morning after the Curran- 
aang fight in London, which Curran won 
on a foul in the fitst round: © 

“The first round opened in a sensational 
manner. There was some slight spar- 
ring, and then Lang rushed his man to 
the ropes and with two or three sharp 
blows hustled Curran down. Mr. Corrt, 
who was in the ring, separated the 
boxers and disqualified Lang. The rea- 
son was that Lang hit Curran while the 
latter was on his knees. The supporters 
of Lang had a shock, as five to one had 
been laid upon him. Mingling afterward 
with men acquainted with boxing, one 
heard only entire concurrence with the 
decision of Mr. Corri. All were agreed 
that it was a sorry ending to a fight 
that’ promised to produce some good 
sport,’’ 

I print this just to call the attention 
of local sport followers to the fact that 
there is a country where the rules laid 
down to cover sport must be obeyed. I 
once spent several months in England, 
and saw many fights and other sporting 
events there. That trip didn’t make me 
an Anglomaniac by &ny means. The 
happiest moment of my life was when I 
saw the Statue of Liberty looming up in 
the distance and knew that I’d soon be 
in good old Yankeeland. But there was 
one thing I admired fn Engiand—the en- 
forcement of all rules that make for 
good sport. 

Rules Must Be Enforced. 

Sport in America is making tremen- 
dous strides, but in some few branches 
in professional sport there is room for 
improvement. In the unorganized sports, 
especially, something should be done to 
provide for the rigid enforcement of the 
rules.. If Lang had clipped Curran just 
once under the same circumstances in 
New York or Philadelphia, or in any 
other boxing town, the worst he would 
have suffered would have been a half- 
hearted caution from the referee. 

Baseball, of course, is kept absolutely 
clean and the rulers of the game im- 
prove it every year. So it is with foot- 
ball and all other organized sports. 
But how about boxing, for instance? 


{Under the laws in most of our states, 


there can be neo decisions. So the ref- 


erees hesitate about disqualifying boxers 


for infringements of the rules. 
Wolgast’s Foul Tactics. 
wolgast, in Philadelphia Wednesday 
night, when he found that he was being 
beaten, fouled Knockout Brown in a 
dozen different ways. He struck foul 
blows. Once he pushed Brown against 
the ropes, caught him by the chroat 
with his left hand and, bending him 
backward, struck viciously with the 
right. It was a deliberate and a flag- 
rant foul. Wolgast should have been 
disqualified on the instant. He wasn’t. 

There seems to be a sentiment against 
stopping’ bouts of any kind. The pro- 
moters think the public “wants its 
money’s worth,” and they let the rules, 
slide. 

Digger Stanley came from ‘ustené. 
He has had two boxing bouts. In each 
of them he has used his elbows and 
fouled in other ways, tor which he 
would have been ‘thrown out of the ring 


‘in his own country. He has caught the 


local spirit. 

To the credit of the boxers them- 
selves—not those who control sport— 
let me say that most of them are very 
fair and sportsmanlike. The foul fight- 
ing boxer is the exception. 


Worse in Wrestling. 

Look at the wrestling game. Appar- 
ently there are no rules for it in this 
country. Gotch makes a specialty wf 
a “toe hold” that is mere jiu jitsu. .It 
is only a torture intended to force nis 
opponent to give up—or cripple him. 
When the toe hold is taken the victim 
is in a position wheré.he cannot turn on 
his back, and the object of a wrestler 
is supposed to be to put the other man’s 
shoulders to the mat: The toe hold is 
palpably a foul, Gotch gets away with 
it because he is champion, and he will 
not make a match with the foul hold 
barred. Gotch wouldn't wrestle when 
in England, for good reusons. 

In that great match between Hack- 
enschmidt and Zbyszko night before 
last Zbyszko closed Hackenschmidt's 
left eye in thé first five minutes of 
wrestling. He did it by snapping his 
head up and deliberately butting. This 
is a foul. He tried the same trick a 
score of times afterward, and so far as 
I could see, was not even cautioned. 
Again, near the end of the match the 
Pole jerked Hackenschmidt forward 
and butted him on the forehead. He 
repeated this time and again, while 
the spectators gasped. The: crack of 
the impact was so sharp that it seemed 
impossible any skull could stand it. 

After the bout Hackenschmidt said 
to me: “‘Zbyszko’s skull must be thick- 
er.than mine. When he butted me on 
the forehead I thought he had criished 
in the bone. I watehed and shifted my 
head a little, as he kept on butting, 
so that he wouldn't hit the same spot 
all the time.

There will always be somebody cheat- 
ing. 
."I believe I can truthfully say -that 
there is less of it today than ever be- 
fore, And I want to remark right here, 
that contrary to popular belief, St. Louis 
had the cleanest racing in the coun- 
try. 

“But any one can look at. the mutuel 
machine and watch the bets registered 
and by a simple calculation figure where 
the money is going. 

“What are the rules and regulations 
for a handicapper to go by?’’ I asked. 

“There is none. It’s a sort of intui- 
tion, I suppose, and reminds me of the 
old dyer of whom John Stuart Mill tells 
us. This old fellow could produce a 
beautifu] carmine or crimson dye that 
no one could ever imitate. A wealthy 
syndicate first offered to hire him, but 
he was tod loyal to his old employer, 
and then they tried to buy the formula 
from him. He didn’t have one. He was 
a good deal like those old Louisiana 
negro cooks. They know how ‘to cook 
those Southern dishes, but they couldn't 
give you a recipe for them. That’s the 
way it is with handicapping.

Recent Partner of J. P. Morgan 
Presents Plan to Encourage 
Co-Operation. 


PROFIT SHARING PROBLEM 


on First Visit Since the; 
“World’s Fair.” 


A Business Court in Washington, to 
which the great business problems of 
the country would be submitted for 
final adjustment when they could not 
be settled otherwise, was advocated last 
night by George W. Perkins, former 
protege and partner of J. P. Morgan, 
at the dinner of the Round Table in the 
St. Louis Club. 

He sald that as our legal questions 
went to the Supreme Court in Washing- 
ton, so he would have the perplexing 
problems of business go there. And as 
the dream of all young lawyers was to 
get on the Supreme bench, so he would 
have a similar goal. for business men 
in the Business Court on which no man 
would sit who had not a business train- 
ing with an honorable record. This 
court would come to be regarded by 
business men in the same way the Su- 
preme Court was regarded by lawyers, 
he thought. 

Would Enlarge Business. 

“The supervision by sucn a court 
would be fair and equitable to business 
and to the public,” he said. “It would 
allow men free swing to devise ways 
to improve, enlarge and develop our do- 
mestic and foreign commerce. We could 
then move on to the reorganization of 
business into large’ units, leaving the 
trials of competition behind and confi- 
Gent that monopoly would not oppress 
us.”’ 

“The Get-Together Age” was the sub- 
ject of the talk; first the relations be- 
tween capital and labor, second the rela- 
tioms between business and government. 

The solution of these problems had 
been left to politicians and statesmen 
who knew little of it, he said. It was 
time now for business men to take hold 
of them and settle them rightly. Laws 
had been passed to prevent business men 
getting together. ° 

Co-Operation te Necessary. 

There must be co-operation between 
labor and capital, between capital and 
the consumer, between company’ and 
bovernment. A fair wage, supplemented 
by a profit-sharing plan, would go a 
long way toward promoting harmony 
between capital and labor. 

He believed an industrial company 
should be organized so that the brain 
and hand workers should be paid their 
regular compensation for earning the 
interest on the bonded debt and divi- 
dends on preferred stock. If by success- 
ful management they earned more than 
this it would go to common stockhold- 
ers; and at this point the brain and 
hand workers would share with the 
common stockholders in the profits made 
by them, and share on a definitely 
Stated basis, varying according to con-

EHarl J. Howes is the name of this 
investigator. His mission is to gather 
evidence against officials and employes 
under suspicion of having misused. city 
funds or supplies. His employer is 
Comptroller Taussig. 

It was Howes that furnished the evi- 
dence on which Edward K. McNamara 
and Richard Foley, inspectors in the 
Lighting Department, were suspended 
and charged with the embezzlement of 
#20 a month allowed them for the care 
of a horse. 

Howes also obtained the facts that led 
to the suspension of Allan. P. Richard- 
son, superintendent of the Industrial 
School, pending his trial on a charge 
of misappropriating $35 a month set 
agide as the salary ef a young woman 
sérving as night librarian at the Insti- 
tution. 

Departmental chiefs who are con- 
scious of no wrongdoing on their own 
part are yet fearful that this silent, 
relentless investigator will.come next to. 
their. offices to uncover some graft of 
which they have not been aware. 

Howes’ name does not appear in the 
current city directory or among the 
subscribers of either télephone com- 
pany. He is not known to any ene at 
the City Hall except Comptroller Taus- 
sig.

Archbishop Glennon of St. Louis 
will deliver the funeral oration, and

Archbishop Ryan was considered the 
greatest of the line of bishops and arch- 
}bishops that have occupied the Episco- 
pal See of Philadelphia since its erec- [ 
tion in 1808.

The Archbishop was born in Thurles, 
County of Tippérary, Iréland, Feb. 20, 
1831.

Surveyors are at work taking levels 
from the Courthouse to the river 
front, between Pine and Chestnut 
streets, so that an estimate can be 
prepared of the probable cost of a 
water gate to the city with a land- 
ing basin, a convention hall and a 
law library. Funds have been sub- 
scribed by 10 prominent citizens for 
the preliminary expense. Architect 
Charles H. Deitering has been com- 
missioned to prepare the plans in line 
with the design herewith shown. 

The design comprises a. massive 
flight of steps as wide as the inclosed 
harbor, leading to an open peristyle 
on the central axis of which stands 
the convention hall flanked by the law 
library buildings. The open peristyle 
produces the effect of a generous 
gateway. The approach to the con- 
vention hall is naturally from the 
river. The level from Fourth street 
has been continued across the eastern 
front and a retaining wall introduced, 
having a balustrade following the 
proposed driveway and sidewalk, the 
level being continued up to the 
present levels where they rise south 
of Chestnut street. The convention 
hall forms one large room with a 
vestibule, its full height extending 
through the entire length and the 
retirfng rooms being merely screened 
off at one end. The basement con- 
tains a large banquet hall, kitchen 
and serving rooms, toilet and cloak 
rooms for both sexes.

enclose the harbor, and screen off what 
is now, and probably long-will be, an 
-unsightly river front. The flat roofs 
of the colonades will be used for prome- 
nades and recreation, and for standing 


cial ceremonies. They are a few feet 
below the central stairway landing, with 
which they are connected by a broad 
flight. With the park they are to be 
connected by grottoes in the buttresses 
supporting the buildings. Their land- 
ward end will be laid out as gardens 
clear up to the courthouse. The landing 
pool will be for launches or barges, and 
large boats can lay to on the outside 
of the piers. The peristyles and halls 
will be of white Carthage marble. 

The construction will be with steel 
skeletons and reinforced goncrete, par- 
ticularly for the foundations of steps 
and platforms. The buttress walls will 
have a steel skeleton with masonry 
facings and no filling except for gar- 
dens, which will have a deep fill on re- 
inforced concrete platforms. The only

Light receipts: featured the cattle 
trade all week. Native beeves were 
in fair supply from day to day and 
the quality was fully up to the aver- 
age for this season of the year. Cat- 
tle are reflecting the heavy corn crop 
of the past fall for they are generally 
coming with good weights. The pro- 
pcertion of beef steers among the re- 
ceipte proved large. The market start- 
ed to improve early in the week and 
es al price pavances were real- 
ze¢ 

The choicer grades of steers sold 
at $6.60 to $6.75, while at the low time 
the week before cattle of the same 
class brought only $6.25 to $6.50. The 
bulk- of the beef steers available sold 
at $5.50 to $6, provided they carried 
any killing flesh. 

Cows and heifers moved readily all 
week. Sellers had their inning and 
the market showed general improve- 
ment all down the line. Choice helif- 
ers are quotable at $5.50 to $6 and 
prime cows from $5.25 to $5.60. 

Calves and Stockers Improve, 

The week opened with veal calves 
not selling any too well, but after 
Monday the market was in_. bettar 
shape and the quality of offerings 
ercres more pleasing to buyers. y 

Tednesday a general advance of 25c 
or more was noted and choice veals 
were quoted up to $9.50. 

The trade in stock cattle was good, 
owing to an aggressive demand from 
the country, -There was a good call 
for strong weight feeding steers from 
909 to 1000 pounds. On this class of 
cattle country buyerg took away 
many a load that otherwise would 
have gone to the killers. Desirable 
feeding steers are quotable at $5.50 to 
$0.75. Stock heifers are scarce and 
not enough are coming to fill de- 
mand. 

Small receipts ruled in the quaran- 
tine division all week. Most of the 
offerings were canners, cutters and 
yearling stuff from Arkansas, Missis- 
sippi and Tennessee. A few meal 
fed steers from Texas and Oklahoma 
sold at $5.50 to $5.80. Choice mealers 
wculd have brought more than the 
last named figure. 

A liberal supply of hogs arrived each 
day last week and as a consequence the 
market was on the down grade most 
of the time. The offerings contained a 
large number of pigs and lights from 
Southern territory and they were not 
very good as a rule. Some of these 
Southern hogs weighed up around 200 
lbs or more. Pigs and lights were the 
best sellers and were sought by ship- 
pers. — 

The fore part of week the top ranged 
from $8@8.10, but by the middle of the 
week was down to $7.90 and did not get 
any higher later. Packers bought their 
hogs the middle and latter part of the 
week, at $7.40@7.55, while good light 
to medium weight butcher hogs sold 
largely at $7.60@7.70. Plain Southern hogs 
with weight, sold’ at $7@7.35 and some 
of them looked about as good as the 
native hogs of same weights. 

A lot of thrashy pigs and lights went 
from $6@7.20 according to quality.

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lators Blamed for Weakness 
as Exports Grow.

The long spell of inactivity and 
steady values has been broken in the 
option cotton market, but spot prices 
hold firm. Futures declined almost 
half a cent a pound during the past 
week, and at no stage of the recession 
was there any apparent tendency 
toward reaction or any evidence that 


the decline was being contested to any 
material extent. 

The list was weak Monday owing 
to disappointing cables. The close was 
barely steady at a deciine of 20 to 
22 points, he market was steady 
and approximately unchanged Tues- 
day. but declined another 10 points 
or so the next day. A moderate rain 
in Texas (.76 of an inch at Fort Worth 
and .52 at Abiléne) reported Thursday 
morning and weakened Liverpool 
prices, and jin response New ork 
was 8 to 10 points lower at the open- 
ing. In the late market the list dropped 
into new low territory on general liqui- 
dation. 

Outsiders Wanted Action. 

Impatience has been the basis of 
the decline in cotton. Outsiders have 
been half-hearted .buyers at * from 
1444 to 15 cents, and have impatiently 
awaited some venturesome soldier of 
fortune to “‘start something” and car- 
ry the market up to a stage at which 
trades would show profits. No one 
has seemed willing ‘to assume such 
levdership and these outsiders, wear- 
iel of doing nothing, started to do 
something. , 

Notwithstanding that exports are now 
1,330,000 bales in excess of last year, 
movment holds up and February’s ex- 
ports bid fair to be exceptionally large. 
‘he daily large receipts at the ports may 
be impressive to the casual observer, 
but as the cotton is destined for ex- 
port, it can hardly be construed as a 
bearish argument. The South has cer- 
tainly not followed the decline in con- 
tracts and the recent downward course 
of prices appears, to be almost solely 
due to a technical market condition. 

The acreage and prospects for the 
new crop are beginning to command 
consideration by the trade. Barly in- 
dications, such as sales of mules, fer- 
tilizers, farm implements, etc., point ta 
a full acreage next spring, which with| 
a normal planting season, will most 
probably go well over 34,000, acres. 

Texas Loss Well Offset. 

While many farmers are reported to 
be leaving West Téxas on account or the 
drouth, jt is thought that any decrease 
in that section of the State will be off- 
set by increases in the Central-and 
southern sections. Louisiana and Mis- 
sissippi are expected to show an increase 
in acreage in spite of the boll weevil 
and the usual increase may be expected 
in Arkansas and Oklahoma. Factors that 
are likely to induce a full acreage in 
cotton are the unusually remunerative 
prices of the staple that have prevailed 
for the past two years and the excel- 
lent financial condition of the Southern 
farmer, which makes him more inde- 
pendent than usual, of advances from 
the merchant. However, to tnsure favor- 
able planting conditions, good, soaking 
rains are necessary over practically all 
the Southwest. 

Southern spot markets have ruled eom- 
paratively firm notwithstanding the de- 
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‘Possibility of the early ratification 
treaty ’ 
which would mean ,the elimination 
of a duty of 25 cents a bushel on Can- 
adian wheat shipped into the United 
States, and also keen competition in 
our already overstocked markets, 
drove prices Into new-low territory 
the past week, and closed them weak 
around the extreme level, Minneap- 
Olis markets were under the most s¢e- 
vere pressure, and reflected unusual 
arxiety over the outlook, 

The price situation is the more com- 
plicated by the fact that American 
grain has been held up out of line 
with all outside. values by Chicago 
speculators until our supplies are un- 
marketable.

We, who are behind the scenes, who 
superintend the preparation of turbot 
sauce Mousseline and pate de foies 
gras, acquire a taste for corn beef and 
cabbage and cold roast beef. We yearn 
for the simple gastronomic life. 

“We learn that the frills of cookery, 
frothy and ungubstantial, consume 
precious space in the stomach which a 
practical man could far better fill with 
plain, solid grub.’’ 


Fancy Cooking a Bluff. 
“Fancy cooking’ is all a bluff,” said 


William J. Reel, steward at McTague’s, 
in expounding the ‘Philosophie de 
Gout.”’ . 

“We stewards take the substance and 
leave the shadow to others. Having 
traveled through all adventures of the 
palate, at the last we ‘arrive at sim- 
plicity and solidity.’ 

“Wines? Bah!” exclaimed E. A. 
Scheurle, stewart at’ the Missouri 
Athletic Club. “Most of us stewarts 
are on the water wagon.” “I haven't 
tasted even beer for years,” corro- 
borated B. PP. Chase, stewart at the 
American Hotel. 

Paul Borella, of the Maryland 
Hotel, another philosopher of the 
palate, explained his principles as fol- 
lows: 

“Most men, down in their hearts, 
prefer a dinner of plain home cook- 
ing to filet mignon Richelieu and 
rissoles Lucullus. So we stewards 
disdain the most elaborate dishes for 
the simplest. 

As It Is Behind the Scenes. 

“We are like men behind the scenes 
at a theater, who are not ‘impressed 
by the cardboard castles, the wooden 
trees and the painted sea.” 

Like practical men, who leave the 
occupations of the day behind them, 
the stewards did not discuss the in- 
vention of elegant viands or the bou- 
quet of fine wines. At their banquet 
they made speeches concerning a 
trade school which the International 
Stewards’ Association has_ raised 
$250,000 to build. It is not with 
reason that the association, follow- 
ing ‘the initial letters of its title, 
has chosen the _ slogan: “I shall 
accomplish.” 

The trade school, in which all the 
professions connected with the man- 
agement of a club or hotel are to 
be taught, will be a branch of the 
Winona Technical Institute: at In- 
dianapolis. It is expected that hotel 
keepers will found scholarships of 
$100 each for the training of chosen 
employes. Each graduate, in turn, 
will bind himself to found another 
scholarship of $100, establishing ‘an 
endless chain of endowment. 

Eeonomy the Watchword. 

Hamlet’s “Thrift, thrift, Horatio,” 
and not philosophical simplicity, is 
the motive assigned by John D. Tell- 
man, steward at the Planters and 
Jefferson hotels, for the modesty of 
the stewards’ repasts. 

“The club,”. said Tellman, “holds 
two or three banquets every winter. 
It is economy which eauses the 
members, I believe, to prefer meals 
at 75 cents a plate to feasts at $5 
each. I do not attend the dinners 
because I, for one, like good eating 
and am not overfond of plain food.”

Thomas R. Marshall first shot into 

national attention by beating Represen- 
tatives James Watson for Governor of 
Indiana in 1908, the Taft presidential 
year. “Jim’’ Watson was chief of staff 
for the Fairbanks political machine at 
home and something like an adjutant- 
general for Speaker Cannon in the 
House. Watson was an agile, acrobatic 
stump orator, backed with money and 
credited with , knowing every possible 
political move. He picked county local 
option, though, for the winning home 
issue. His opponent declared for mu- 
nicipal local option. Marshall won 
against the handicap of a presidential 
year, when William H. Taft proved the 
most popular of candidates. 
Last fall Marshall won again, and 
again he.stood for municipal local op- 
tion, while the Republicans stuck to the 
county proposition which stands on the 
Indiana statutes. Last fall Marshall 
earried the Indiana Legislature, too, 
against the senatorial candidacy of 
Beveridge, backed by Roosevelt on the 
Indiana stump. To do this Marshall had 
to force the State Democratic conven- 
tion toinduce a senatorial] candidate, 
John W. Kern, since elected. This 
meant beating Tom Taggart, the power- 
ful Indiana Democratic boss, who was a 
candidate himself. As the knockout hit 
him, Taggart rose in the convention and 
cried, cheerfully, ‘‘There goes Tom Tag- 
gart’s machine on the scrap heap.”’

T have to conclude, after a visit 
to Indiana, that the strength of Mar- 
shall with the people lies in their be- 
lief that he will put_all the machines 
on the scrap heap, political, corpora- 
tion or otherwise, His position on 
the liquor issue has helped him win, 
but his real issues are broader ones, 
reeching down to the foundatign of 
government. He explained that liquor 
issue thus in his recent message: 

“I recommend tle amendment of 
the county option law to make incor- 
porated citi€és, towns and townships 
the unit of election.

The difficulty with coun- 
ty option has been the ‘dry’ portion of 
a county has closed saloons in a por- 
tion where they were desired, This 
has produced blind tigers, disregard 
of law and perjury. The possession 
of one virtue docs not make a 
fect man of a good citizen.

Wished to Be an Editor. 


Y life has been commonplace 
VI enough,’ he said, ‘“‘without any 

very critical or exciting period 
except in the case of my great disap- 
pointment. I thought I was intended to 
be a newspaper man, and I think so 
now, for that matter. I tried it for a 
week irf a Kansas town, and then they 
drained the reservoir. The bodies of 
six negroes came to light. When they 
told me not to grow excited over this 
obvious result of a little scrimmage Il 
packed up, came back to Indiana, and 
began the study of law. 

‘*Yes, my people were Virginia Mar- 
shalls,’’: the Governor answered the ob- 
vious question. “Thomas Marshall,. a 
planter, freed his slaves in Liberty, Va., 
at the same time John Randolph of 
Roanoke did.. He had to move, then, 
for he couldn’t make a living there 
without slaves. He emigrated to Mari- 
on, Ind. He and my father were Doug- 
jas Democrats, Union Democrats. My 
earliest recollection is of a hurried 
crossing of the Mississippi River at 
night to escape the Jayhawkers. We 
had moved to Ossawatomie in some sort 
of land speculation, but the slavery 
issue dominated business in those days, 
and we left, as I said, hastily, and fin- 
ished our flight by night. 

‘“‘We were never poor nor very rich 
and I can’t claim credit for suffering 
any particular hardships as a young- 
ster. I went to Wabash College, an old- 
fashioned Presbyterian institution, then, 
over which Caleb Mills of Dartmouth, 
the founder of the Indiana common 
school system, presided. He was a Re- 
publican in politics, but he put strong 
emphasis on drilling the principles of 
history of the republic’s foundation 
into us. We were educated on the old 
classical lines, generally ancient lan- 
guages, the stiffest mathematics and 
philosophy. We studied the Federalist, 
the State papers, Gibbon, Macauley, 
Hume and similar authors. We had to 
become familiar with such great Ameri- 
can law cases as the Dred Scou deci- 
sion, and the Dartmouth College case. 
That was the sort of drill to fit men to 
take part-in affairs as American citi- 
zens, as*l look back on it. I wish our 
modern colleges would show more of a 
disposition to put their students crack- 
ing the hard nuts of problems we did. 
A “Tip” to Legislators.

shrewd sayings that impress 
and tickle Indiana. He began his in- 
augural message this winter with the 
following advice to the lawmakers:

act legislation for the interests of the 
whole citizenship of this State.” 

“The executive's: part in .govern- 
ment is worth study right. now,’ he 
said. President Taft is in. trouble 
because he has-his bills, the Taft bills, 
before Congress. An administration 
Should not present bills, but prin- 
ciples, to the legislative body. The 
Governor of Indiana has no bills pend- 
ing before the Legislature, but recom- 
mendations instead. There will be no 
need of legislative bodies if.the ex- 
ecutives are to usurp the legislative 
power. Here the theory of our gov- 
ernment which the forefathers had 
ought to be preserved and guarded. 

“This is to the advantage of the ex- 
ecutive in his ,proper function, too. 
He should be free as the wind. I 
never made a man the promise of an 
office in my life as a condition on 
which he was to act. I would ask 
that man to vote against me and my 
measures who approached me with 
the proposition of a reward as a con- 
dition of support. 

“Of course there are many good 
things we can’t wet under this system 
of ours. It reminds me of the old 
Presbyterian elder who was. brought 
up on discipline for getting drunk on 
a trip to New York City. 

“‘T have served the Lord for 40 
years,’ was his defense, ‘and : was en- 
titled to a day off.’”’ 


Hates ‘“‘New Nationalism.” 


plish any domestic improve- 


ments. Our work, in reforming 
conditions and in our construc- 
tive effort must be done locally. The 
one thing that sets me crazy is ‘New 
Nationalism,’ a negation of all the 
principles on which government was 
organized, an attack on the rights of 
the. individual, an effort to establish 
a Federal autocracy. But we need not 
fear, I think, that any conditions we 
can ever face will demand that-we 
surrender our theory of government 
far enough to submit to that.” 

On pending issues, though, 
Marshall speaks the vernacular. 

“If you want to burst a trust, get 
a lawyer,’ he advises, “and put some 
fellow in the penitentiary. I believe 
as much as any man im vested rights, 
but not in vested wrongs. No man can 
hold my stolen horse long é¢nough to 
get title to it.” 

Ind{ana’s Governor has strong con- 
victions on the issues his party 
should make the fight upon in 1912. 
“] believe the Democratic party has 
lost national] elections through the 
strength rather than the weakness of 
its platforms. But it had too many 
planks in its platforms. England has 
never tried to settle two great ques- 
tions at one time. The Democratic 
platforms usually call for the settle- 
ment of several, which divides a nat- 
ural support and some of the many 
planks always drive voters away who 
would naturally vote the ticket. I 
believe we can win in 1912 on a plat- 
form which stands for a revenue tar- 
iff, economy in appropriations, and a 
notice that the general government 
will be treated again as the creature 
and not the creator of the states.” 

“This calls for enough work for 
the Federal Government to handle in 
any event. The states are able and 
authorized to take care of all the 
other problems, including the ,rail- 
roads and the trusts.”’ 

Those Marshall theories of govern- 
ment rather puzzled me. A friend of 
his explained, with a grin: 

“Mental gymnastics. His theories 
don’t hinder him when he goes after 
bad men, or starts to get good legis- 
lation.” 

I guess the Indiana record shows 
this is so.

Mrs Schildelner Denies She Was 
Exchanging Caresses When 
Husband Entered Room. 


TRUTHFUL ABOUT AGE 





She Also Resents Allegation That 
She Misrepresented Number 
of Marriages. 


Mrs. Grace A. Schildelner, ‘testifying 
in Judge Muench’'s court in the divorce 
suit brought by her fifth husband yes- 
terday afternoon, declared that he 
trapped her in Tucson, Ariz., so as to 
make evidence against her. She had 
gone .there to see him after he went 
there from St. Louis to work, she said, 
when he set the trap. 

“I went to his boarding house from 
my hotel,”’ she testified, ‘‘and he asked 
me to wait for him in a room occupied 
by a Rupert Sager. While I was there 
my husband rushed in excitedly and 
said: ‘Now I’ve got you.’ 

“Tt is not true that Sager was caress- 
ing me or that there had been anything 
improper between us. It was just a 
scheme Mr. @childener and his brother 
devised. He gsked me right after that 
to sign a release of my interest in some 
real estate here and when I refused he 
had me arrested on the ground that I 
had been with Sager. I was tn fail sev- 
eral days, but of course he did not 
prosecute me. *He had no case against 
me. 


Did Not Deny Marriage 
Mrs. Schildelner “ienied ine ‘charge 


brought by her husband, that she de- 
ceived him about her previous mar- 
riages. He averred that she told him 
she had been married only once, that 
being to Policeman John Scollard, who 
killed himself on the day after his mar- 
riage. Mrs. Schildelner said she in- 
formed Schildelner that she had been 
married three times befere she became 
Scollard’s wife. Twe of her husbands 
died and she is divorced from two. 

Likewise she denied that she repre- 
sented to Schildelner she was only 22 
years eld. 

“I told him,” she testified, “I was 40 
and too eld for him. He said it made 
no difference and that he ‘would marry 
me anyhow.”’ 

Mrs. Schildelner testified that after 
her marriage to husband No. 5 her moth- 
er, Mrs. Grace Letson-Scully, a wealthy 
widow, made Schiidelner Manager of 
her hardware store at 5384 St. Louis ave- 
nue, paid his tuition in a plumbing 
school, gave him $100, bought him 
clothing and other &pparel and gave 
him a diamond stud for a birthday pres- 
ent. 

Still Has Borroweg Ring. 

“One time,” the witness addedy ‘‘he 
borrowed a diamond ring from me, ex- 
plaining he wanted to wear it so he 
could make an impression upon a man 
whom he was about to see on a real 
estate deal. The ring ‘had not yet been 
returned.’’ 

Schildelner alleged that his wife as- 
sociated with other men ana that she 
made no admission to him of improper 
conduct. They were married in Septem- 
ber, 1908, and separated in June, 1909. 
Schildelner is 25 years old. His home 
is at 5206 South Compton avenue. The 
hearing was continued to next Satur- 
day.

Election Board Chairman Did All 
He Could fos Honest 
Vote. 


HE WAS ‘VERY CAREFUL 


Declares There Was but Little 
Fraud in the Congressional 
Election in St. Louis, 


Chairman Kortjohn of the Blection 
Board testified yesterday in the Kinney 
inquiry to contest the electien of L. C. 
Dyer to Congress that there were 15,000 
names: {illegally upon: the registration 
books election day last fall. This testi- 
mony came out when Kortjohn was 
asked: 

“Did you say in an interview In the 
Post-Dispatch last fal] that there were 
5000 names illegally on the books®’ 

“I cannet remember making the state-: 
ment, but I will say now that the num- 
ber was nearer 15,000,"" he answered. 

He said that he and his assistants 
had done all they could to have the 
election fair, After the midsummer re- 
vision of the registration books there 
were only 100,00 names upon them in 
St. Louis. Then the fall election loomed 
up with the prohibition amendment to 
‘be voted on and a heavy registration 
was brought out. 

A great cry went up about illegal 
registration, he testified, and the board 
called in the police force to help it 
make a house-to-house canvass and try 
and purge the books of the names 1i- 
legally upon\them. All names illegally 
registered were copied into lista and 
these were supplied to the election of- 
ficers in the different polling places on 
election: day with instructions te. give: 
legal. voters every facility to vote, “but 
to watch out for illegal voting and pre- 
vent as much of it as possible.

And ever since then men have been 
making written disposition of their 
property, to become effective after their 
deaths. 

Not so very long since, William M. F. 
Petrie, the Egyptologist, unearthed at 
Kahuh the earliest known written will. 
It was dated 45 centuries ago, and by 
it the testator settled his property on 
his wife Teta for life, but empowered 
her to dispose of it; and named a guar- 
dian for his infant children. 

“That will {s so curiously modern,”’ 
said Harris yesterday, “that it’ would be 
admitted to probate here today.

' Barnum’s. Will Largest. 

“Pp. T. Barnum’s will is one of the 
longest on record and is printed in 
pamphlet form. 

“Brigham Young's will provides for 

19 wives and more than twice as many 
children. 
“Florence Nightingale, declining the 
distinction of burial in Westminster 
Abbey, bequeathed her body for dissec- 
tion in the interest of medical science, 
and disposed of her many medals, dec- 
orations, her pet cats and her parrot. 

“Lincoln and Grant died intestate, al- 
though Lincoln’s estate amounted to 
some $100,000—a large sum in those days, 
and surprisingly large, one would think, 
for Abraham Lincoin to leave. 

“During the battle of Trafalgar, Lord 
Nelson wrote a codicil to his will. re- 
questing the British Government to care 
for Lady Hamilton; but the request was 
ignored, and she died in poverty %n 
French, soil.

9. dozen. Last night any grocer in St. 
Louis was glad to sell the freshest dozen 
he had in stock for 19 cents. 

This was 4 cents a dozen cheaper then 
on the same date last year. 

One reason assigned for the sudden 
drop in price is that as though by some 
concérted sigt.al all the hens in the 
West have started to lay. Their prod- 
uct is flooding the shipping centers of 
the country and the cold storage men 
are ‘taking a smaller proportion of the 
output than ever before. This throws 
the eggs on the general market. So 
sreat has been the slump in values that 
most St. Louis pawnbrokers will no 
longer take a fresh-laid egg as security 
for a loan. They are no longer worn 
as watch charms or kept in safe de- 
posit boxes along with bonds or given to 
brides as dowerles in lieu of railroad 
folders. 


Hens Are Working Hard, 
In their anxiety to show what they 


can do when the weather is good some 
St. Louis County hens are laying two 
eggs in one day. : 

A Chicago hen, who, it is said, can 
trace her hencestry back to the original 
Biddy Mey Cackle of revolutionary 
times, has laid an egg which measures 
9% inches at the largest circumference 
and weighs three-quarters of a pound. 

A. G. Beckmann, president of the St. 
Louis Egg, Butter and Poultry Ex- 
change, thinks the price will go lower. 

Cold Storage Men Stung. 

“The cold storage men who tried to 
keep eggs five years and then throw 
them on the market have been stung,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘The open weather of the last 
two weeks has causéd a remarkable in- 
crease in the output. If the hens keep 
oh laying at their present rate there is 
no telling how cheap eggs will be. A 
cold spell, though, might cause a sharp 
advance. Butter also is cheaper. The 
best grades sold at wholesale for 29 
cents a pound at this time last year. 
Today the price Is 26 cents. Pasturage 
has been unusually good this winter.’’ 

St. Louis retail dealers last night were 
making a profit of 2% cents a dozen on 
eggs and § cents a pound on butter, the 
retail price of eggs being 19 cents, as 
against 164% cents wholesale. Butter, 
which the retailers bought at 26 cents 
a pound was sold at 34 cents. The re- 
tail price quotations were made for the 
Post-Dispatch by the A. Moll Grocery 
Co. 

Press telegrams from New York say 
that the spring supply of eggs shipped 
there from the West is greater than 
ever before. The receipts for the week 
were 72,000 cases, against a February 
average of 40,000 cases a week. New 
York is paying 3 cents a dozen above 
the St. Louis price.

Portuguese Separation .Measure

LISBON, Portugal, Feb. 11.—The draft 
of the bill for the separation of church 
and state has been completed. It: guar- 
antees liberty of conscience, nonclerical 
education and subjects the churches ‘to 
simple control. The existing churches 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
clergy, the only stipulation being that 
the clergy shall show they are able to 
keep them up.

The statesmen and officeholders of seven or 
eight Western states-have now been fairly swept 
from their feet by the noveliy of woman’s new 
attacks upon them in the interest of reform. Few 
politicians there are who have not from time to 
time uttered declamations upon the subject of re- 
form. They have cro,ped the flowers of poesy 
to adorn it, and have efftangled it with the Con- 
stitution and the principles of Thomas Jefferson. 

They discussed reform too often in the ab- 
s’~~st. But women do not wish to hear about re- 
form in the abstract, or about Thomas Jefferson 
or the Constitution. They are far too practical. 

They demand of Smoke Inspector Parker of St. 
Louis, not his opinions of the good, the true and 
the beautiful, but precisely why he doesn’t abol- 
ish the smoke. They ask of the Iowa Leg‘sla- 
ture, not gallant encomiums upon woman as a 
wife and a mother, but by what logic the legis- 
lators withhold the ballot from half the adults. 

So helpless is Mere Man under the organized 
onslaught, that the Kansas Legislature has vir- 
tually surrendered by assigning’ the special use 
e Of an office, in the Statehouse itself, to the Kan- 
sas suffragettes! 

Politicians can make slates, manipulate con- 
ventions, traffic in ballots and exercise taproom 
hospitality. But frequently when confronted with 
unfamiliar influences, they are lost. Strange, 
mysterious, often invisible and intangible influ- 
ences of feminine origin now enmesh our office- 
holder, and in many cases he is so startled that 
he is bound hand ahd foot before he can make 
& move towards escape. 


It is not in the wild scramble at the polls that 
Southwestern women are now manifesting their 
great influence. They do not attempt to “get 
out the vote,” nor’do they enter the campaign 
for the selection of candidates. 
it ig after the candidat? becomes an office- 
* bolder that they bear down upon him. © Having 
decided just what they want and through what 
official it must be obtained, they concentrate 
their energies on that officeholder. 


Perhaps he is invited to a club to lecture on 


the -conditions over which he exercises official 
jurisdiction. He goes out with the expectation 
of “making a speech.” But this particular sort 
of speechmaking, he seon recognizes, differs 
greatly from that to which he has been ac- 
customed.

“T have often seen men huddled be- 
fore employment offices in the bit- 
terest weather, their pockets anid 
stomachs empty; few of them half 
sufficiently clothed, but all of them 
eager to take on any sort of work, 
no matter how heavy it might be or 
what the wages, — so that they 
could win for themselves the neces- 
sities of life. 

“Men such as these are worth sav- 
ing. Their integral value would pay 
the nation for a conce ted effort at 
their redemption. 

“With earnestness I urge the 
only remedy. For the emall class 
of the criminal and depraved among 
the homeless, houses with bars if 
you. will. For the incapacitated, 
asylums and hospitals. Put for the 
honest, willing workingm-n without 
work or a home, something more 
merciful than free lodging houses 
from which he must move on.” 

Even the migrations of the army 
of hoboes are impelled, the investi- 
gator found, by the demand for un- 
skilled labor which arises in differ- 
ent sections in different months.

Maledictions and contempt are 
heaped upon the unknown person 
who originated the idea that whis- 
ky is an infallible cure for snake 
bite. It is asserted that the theory, 
which is pronounced false, that 
whisky will counteract the effects 
of a snake’s venom, has been respon- 
sible for many deaths.

points in theology, which then, as now, divided 
the hearts of men, caused him to reject dogmas 
which were considered essential to salvation by 
the denominations of his day. 

When a fellow-member of Congress, knowing 
Lincoln’s religious character, ased him why he 
did not join some church, he said: “Because I 
find difficulty without mental reservation, in giv- 
ing my assent to their long and complicated 
creeds. When any church inscribes on its altar 
as a qualiffeation for membership the Savior’s 
statement of :the substance of the law and the 
gospel, ‘Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart and with all thy soul and with all 
thy mind * * * and thy neighbor as thyself,’ 
that church will I join with all my” heart and 
soul.” 


John G. Nicolay, who probably war better ac- 


quainted with Lincoln and more closely attached ; 


to him than anyone outsiae his own family, tells 
us: “Mr. Lincoln was a praying man; [ know 
that to be a fact. And I have heard him request 
people to pray for him, which he would not have 
done had be not believed that prayer is answered. 
Many a time I have heard Mr. Lincoln as minis- 
ters and Christian women to pray for him, and he 
did not do this. for effect. He was no hypocr‘te, 
and had such reverence for sacred things that he 
would not trifle with them. I have heard him 
say that he prayed for this or that, and remem- 
ber one oceasion on which he remarked that if.a 
certain thing did not occur he would lose his faith 
in prayer, It is ‘a matter of history that he told 
the Cabinet he had promised his Ma‘ er to issue 
the emancipation proclami.tion, and it was not an 
idle remark.” 

Abraham Lincoln had no sympathy with theo- 
logians. He frequently declar.d that it was 
blasphemy for a preacher to twist “the words of 
Christ around so as to sustain his own doctrine 
and confirm his own private views,” and he often 
remarked that ‘The more a man knows of the- 
Ology the further he got away from the spirit of 
Christ.” 

The opposition of the Springfield clergy to his 
election was chiefly due to remarks he made about 
them. One careless remark was widely quoted. 
An eminent clergyman was delivering a series of 
doctrinal discourses that attracted considerable 
local attention. Although Lincoln was frequently 
invited, he would not be induced to attend them. 
He remarked that he “wouldn’t trust Brother —— 


to construe the statutes of Illinois, and much less 
the laws of God; that people ~‘-ho knew him 
wouldn’t trust his advice on an ordinary business 
transaction because they did not consider him 
-ompetent, hence he didn’t see why they did so 
in the most important of all humen affairs, the 
salvation of their souls.” 

These: remarks were widely quotea and misrep- 
resented to Lincoln’s injury. In those days peo- 
ple were not so liberal as now and to criticise 
a preacher was to proclaim oneself an infidel. 

In the agitation of the slave question, the 

preachers were mostly sileat. Thecdore Par'er, 
Bishop Simpson, Albert Parnes, F. nm. Chain, 
Ra'bis Sabato Morais and David Finhon, ard 
shove all, Henry Ward Beecher, constituted the 
few conspicuous examples of the preachers- who 
-came out strongly for abolition. 
“ In Springfield, when Lincoln found that 20 of 
the 23 ministers of the different denominations 
and the majority of the members of the leadinz 
churches were é@rrayed against him in his preri- 
dential campaign, he drew forth from his poc’ et 
a New Testament, saying to some a pre- 
gent: 

“ft bave carefully read the Bible and I Ao not 
so understand this. book. These men well know 
that I am for freedom in the Territories, freedom 
everywhere, as free as the: Constitution and: laws 
will permit, and that my opponents are for slav- 
ery. They know this and yet, with this book in 
their hands, in the light of which human bondage 
cannot live a moment, they are going to vote 
against me. I know that liberty is right, tor 
Christ teaches it and Christ is God. I shall be 
vindicated and these men will find that they 
have not read their Bible aright.” 


Every phase of Lincoln’s character was a prac‘ 


tical illustration of the Golden Rule. Honesty 
was his distinguishing trait. He would nct take 
a case, as a lawyer, through which there could 
possibly be attached any stain of falsehood. or 
foul dealing. To a man who once offered him 
a.case of which he could not approve he guve 
this explanation, quoted by his partner, Herndon, 
who vouches for it: . Z 
“There is no reasonable doubt that I can gain 
your case for you. I can set a whole neighbor- 
hood at loggerheads, I can distress a wilowed 
mother and her six fatherless children, and ther~- 
by get you $600, which rightly belongs, as it ap- 
pears to me, as much to them as it does to you. 
I shall not take’ your case, but I will give you a 


little advice for nothing—you seem to be a splen- 
did, energetic man—I would advise you to try 
your hand at making $600 in some other way.” 
Here is an example of how he brought hié re- 
ligion into politics. When he was in the Legis- 


lature and the caucus sought to get him ‘nto 


schemes that were not creditable, in a discussion 
which lasted until midnight, contending that the 
end would justify the means, Lincoln closed the 
debate and defined his own position by saying: 
“You may burn,my body to ashes and scatter 
them to the four winds of heaven; you may drag 
my soul down to the regions of darkness and de- 
epair, to be tormented forever, but you will not 
get me to support a measure which I believe to 
be wrong.” 

. Lineoln’s religion was of that character, the 
greatest force in the universe. His goodness con- 
stituted his greatness. He acted “on the square” 
with every man. He was just in his dealings with 
his fellow-men. There was not a day that Lin- 
coln’s life was not devoted to some good work, 
some act of cha ity, some word of comfort, and 
he practically followed his great Master, “who 
went about doing good.” 

A man mav be a member of the most orthodox 
church ‘n Christendom, he may sit at all her 
communions for a lifetime, but if, he be mean, 
selfish and careless of the world’s condition he 
is not a Christian. While, on the other hand, 
a man may, like Abraham Lincoln, have peculiar- 
ities of religious beliefs, and yet if he spend his 
whole time for others as Lincoln did, he is so 
much like Christ that I: shall. call him a Chris- 
tian. lLincoln’s Christianity is beautifully de- 
scribed in these lines: 


“Creeds and confessions, high church or the low

To which of these belonged the Savior, Jesus. 


I think to all or none. Not curious creeds.

It was written from Washington when 
Lincoln was a member of Congress, being dated 
the day before Christmas, 1848. and addressed to 
his stepbrother, John D. Johnston. 

Mr. Stierlin had the latter from his father. Maj. 
Henry Stierlin, who knew Lincoln in Illinois 
while*he was a practicing attorney. Maj. Stierlin 
lived at Bloomington, which was in the judicial 
district in which Lincoln practiced, and the future 
president came there when court was in session. 
“following the circuit,” as was the custom in 
those days. Judge David Davis was on the bench 
at that time. The circuit included Springfield, 
Lincoln’s home. . 

Maj. Stierlin got the letter from a gentleman 
hamed Spannagel, who had it originally either 
from the effects of Lincoln’s father, or from those 
of Johnston himself. He gave them to ck 
C. Stierlin as a birthday present when that genfle- 
man was 21, and needless to_say the present 
owner holds them beyond price. r 

John D. Johnston ig remembered by the early 
settlers of Coles County, Ill, as a  foppishly 
dressed young constable, who made his nice 
clothes conspicuous in the vicinity of the aband- 
oned town site of Richmond, three miles south- 
west of Mattcon. John Cunningham, one of the 
older residents of Coles County, says of him: 

“He was the Reau Brummel; of Goose Nest 
Prairie, and would sport the best clothes to be 
had, regardless of whether they were ever paid 
for or not. His relationship with Lincoln was 
that of a stepbrother, his mother having been the 
second wife of Thomas Lincoln, Abe’s father, and 
the: term ‘shifft'eas’ fitted him in respect to his 
having no particular occupation. 

“He was always prepared to make a pleasing 
address, and was smart for a young man of those 
days, but withcut other education than that ac- 
tuired by conte-t with others. Some persons 
thought him a brighter man than the immortal 
Lincoln. Had Johnston lived in this age he would 
have fitted the niche of the dude to perfection. I 
do not think he lived many years after 1848.”
